“ Leave respousibility behind you !” exclaims the Courier,—*to 
be sure—and don’t for get to leave all the little “ responsibilities,” 
behind you too. They are noisy, troublesome creatures—make a 
great racket in the nursery, and are expensive in sugar plums and 
spelling books. A few years ago there was an itinerant Doctor 
Somebody, who married a wife in almost every state of the Union, 
and in four years had left behind him no less thana dozen “ respon- 
sibilities,” besides the necessary number of squalling little “ re- 
sponsibilities.” He was caught one day and‘“safely immured in a 
State Prision, to study modern philosophy, and bite his thumbs.— 
It is well known, that Rousseau himself, Ieft his “ responsibility,” 
Madame de Warrens and sent his little “ responsibilities” into the 
Hotel de Dieu or Enfant Trouves. This is the modern system.— 
The New York Almshouse is full of “ responsibilities.” Not a 
week passes that -hc Commissioners don’t pick np “responsibilities” 
at street corners. Indeed Miss Fanny has succeeded amazingly 
in her “ responsibility” system.”—But to proeced.— 


Respecting your new hope in the west, I see you are still where 
we all were even so late as within a year since.

Preserve yourself for this my excellent friend, 
and unite your exertions with ours pe pars pe such circumstan- 
ces as may admit of your leaving the old world and all ts cares, for 
the more suitable labors and enjoyments of the new. I can con- 
ceive the difficulties of your present situation ; but it is cecidedly 
not one without great hope ; and, as I would fain imagine, not one 
without some existing means of remedy. 

So far at this distance I can judge of the case, your present situ- 
ation with Mrs. J. (in that it is more specific and decided) is far 
preferable than as it stood before. By remaining firm on the point 
of ——— she may ually become desirous of joining her fath
